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Ohio  University  Airport  Expected  To  Be  Busy  Place  This  Fall 


A  MIDSUMMER  visitor  to  the 
campus  was  Prof.  Lynn  L.  Boll- 
inger, in  charge  of  aviation  research 
for  the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of 
Business  Administration,  who  came  to 
confer  with  university  officials  on  fu- 
ture plans  for  the  Ohio  University 
Airport. 

Professor  Bollinger,  onetime  com- 
mercial air  lines  pilot,  has  made  a 
thorough  study  of  small  airports  and 
their  operation,  and  of  university  avia- 
tion training  programs.  He  is  co-auth- 
or of  a  report  of  the  War  Contracts 
Subcommittee  to  the  Senate  Commit- 
tee on  Military  Affairs  on  the  dis- 
posal of  surplus  aircraft  and  aircraft 
parts. 

Later  visitors  were  Col.  B.  E.  Al- 
len of  the  Army  Air  Forces,  former- 
ly deputy  chief  of  staff  for  operations 
and  training,  and  Evan  R.  Collins, 
civiUan  chief  of  the  operations  anal- 
ysis section  of  the  Second  Air  Force 
with  whom  Ohio  University's  new 
president  was  associated  as  a  special 
consultant  prior  to  his  coming  to  Ath- 
ens. Colonel  Allen,  with  Mr.  Collins, 
President  Baker,  University  Trustee 
Gordon  K.  Bush,  and  Airport  Mana- 
ger Smeck  are  seen  m  the  accompany- 
ing picture  standing  in  front  of  the 
B-2'i  bomber  in  which  the  first  three 
men  had  just  arrived  at  the  airport.

Co-ordinator  of  the  Flight  Training 
Program,  College  of  Applied  Sci- 
ence, Ohio  University,  Athens,  Ohio. 
Returning  war  veterans  already  have 
shown  an  especial  interest  in  the 
flight  training  facilities  which  they  are 
eligible  to  take  advantage  of  under 
Public  Law  No.  16  and,  if  approved, 
under  Public  Law  No.  346.  Both  men 
and  women  are  accepted  for  training. 
The  basic  qualification  for  register- 
ing for  any  course  or  program  in 
aviation  is  enrollment  as  a  student  at 
Ohio  University.  Enrollment  may  be 
as  a  regular  student,  or  a  special  stu- 
dent, and  the  student  may  be  a  fresh- 
man or  an  upperclassman.  Each 
course,  whether  a  ground  course  or 
a  flight  course,  carries  academic  cred- 
it which  can  be  applied  toward  de- 
gree requirements. 

The  University  Airport,  of  appro.x- 
imately  75  acres,  is  located  two  and 
one-half  miles  from  the  campus. 
Transportation  to  and  from  the  air- 
port is  furnished  by  the  university 
without  extra  cost  to  the  student. 

Every  student  in  flight  courses  is 
insured,  within  Hmits,  against  public 
liability,  property  damage,  and  acci- 
dental bodily  injury. 

Previously  logged  flight  time  of  a 
student  is  taken  into  consideration  for 
purposes  of  completing  a  course,  pre- 
requisites for  a  course,  costs,  etc. 

The  primary  or  private  pilot  course 
is    a    Civil    Aeronautics    Administra- 
tion-approved course  given  under  Air 
Agency   Certificate   No.    2672.    It    is 
open  to  any  student  en- 
rolled    in     the     univer- 
sity   who:     (1)     is     16 
years    of    age    or    older, 
(2)   obtains  a  C.  A.  A. 
medical    certificate,     (.i) 
is    issued    a    C.    A.    A. 
student  pilot  certificate, 
and    (4)    who,   if  under 
2 1   years  of  age,  obtains 
the   consent   of  his  par- 
v*^  ent  or  guardian. 

A.  The       private       pilot 

course      consists      of      a 
ik-i      three   -   semester   -   hour 
Vj     ground  course,  which  is 
not  required  but  is  rec- 
ommended,   and    a   one- 


semester-hour  flight  course.  The 
flight  course  involves  a  minimum  of 
21  J/2  hours  of  dual  instruction  and 
131/2  hours  of  solo  instruction.  The 
total  fee  for  the  minimum  hours  is 
$2iO. 


In  d  desperate  but  necessary  effort  to 
complete  the  1944-45  publication  schedule 
of  THE  OHIO  ALUMNUS  before  the  1945-

magazine    will    be    noticeably    reduced. 

The  magazine  is  entered  with  the  U.  S. 
Post  Office  Department  for  second-class 
mailing  "monthly,  October  to  June,  inclu- 
sive." Many  sympathetic  readers  have  advis- 
ed the  editor  to  "skip"  or  combine  issues 
in  order  to  get  caught  up.  No  issues  may 
be  omitted  or  combined,  however,  unless 
a  new  schedule  is  submitted,  approved, 
and  subsequently  followed.  Since  the  mag- 
azine is  to  be  continued  on  a  monthly  ra- 
ther than  an  irregular  schedule,  these  Icind- 
ly  and  well-meant  suggestions  have  not 
been    of    practical    value. 

Postal  authorities  have  been  lenient 
during  the  past  year  in  the  enforcement  of 
normally  ironclad  regulations.  For  this  leni- 
ency the  editor  is  very  grateful.  For  the 
patience  of  ALUMNUS  subscribers  he  is 
equally    grateful. 

The  situation  as  far  as  editorial  assistance 
is  concerned  has  not  improved.  Help  has 
been  promised  by  the  university  adminis- 
tration, but  to  date  it  has  been  Impossible 
to  f^nd  a  qualified  person  for  the  job.  Per- 
sons with  a  background  training  in  journal- 
ism and  a  demonstrated  skill  in  writing  take 
notice. 

Advanced  courses,  both  ground  and 
flight,  are  open  to  students  who  qual- 
ify for  them.  The  minimum  qualifica- 
tion for  the  advanced  flight  courses  is 
a  valid  private  pilot  certificate,  or  its 
equivalent,  and  the  approval  of  the 
Co-ordinator  of  the  Flight  Training 
Program.  Students  who  wish  to  pre- 
pare for  a  commercial  pilot  certificate 
should  meet  the  physical  standards 
prescribed  by  the  C.  A.  A.  for  Class 
II  airmen. 

The  costs  of  the  advanced  flight 
courses  are  being  kept  down  to  the 
lowest  possible  figure  consistent  with 
efficient  and  safe  instruction. 
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THE  HEADING  on  last  month's 
service  story,  "V-J  Day  Eagerly 
Awaited,"  was  as  it  was  hoped  it 
would  be  at  the  time  of  its  penning,

Noisily  or  quietly,  publicly  or  pri- 
vately, we  have  all  celebrated  the  end 
of  hostilities  in  Europe  and  more  re- 
cently in  the  Pacific.  Days  of  anxiety 
are  ended  for  most  friends  and  rela- 
tives on  the  home  front,  but  days  of 
restless  waiting  he  ahead  for  hundreds 
of  G.I.'s  whose  discharge  points  or 
type  of  service  will  not  permit  of  an 
immediate  return  to  peacetime 
scenes  and  activities.  \, 

Every  day  brings  troop  ships 
to  American  shores  with  men  ^ 
destined  for  early  release  from  ' 
service  units.  Every  day  brings 
war  veterans  to  the  campus  to 
make  arrangements  for  the  re- 
sumption of  service-interrupted 
educational  programs.  To  all  of 
these  we  say  with  heartfelt  sin- 
cerity, "Welcome  Home." 

But,  as  indicated,  for  every 
home-happy  veteran  there  are 
scores  of  other  Ohioans  who  are 
still  sweating  it  out  in  far-away 
places  and  waiting  for  those  or-

ders  that  will  send  them  back — orders 
that  in  many  instances  will  be  months 
in  coming. 

Out  of  consideration,  therefore,  for 
this  large  majority  of  service  men  and 
women  who  will  not  be  in  a  position 
to  attend  a  homecoming  celebration 
on  the  campus  this  fall,  the  BIG 
Homecoming  to  which  all  have  been 
looking  forward  so  long  and  so  eag- 
erly will  not  be  held  until  the  fall  of 
1946.  By  that  time  it  is  believed  that 
all  combat  veterans  will  be  home 
again;  most  of  them  in  "civvies." 

Saturday,  October  13,  has  been 
designated  "Memorial  Day"  by  the 
Department  of  Intercollegiate  Athlet- 
ics at  which  time  tribute  will  he  paid 
to  the  memories  of  the  1 2  Bobcats  who 
have  given  their  lives  in  service.  The 
memorial  exercises  will  be  held  in 
connection  with  the  Ohio-Cincinnati 
football  game  in  Ohio  Stadium  at 
2:00  P.M.,  E.W.T.  While  a  large 
attendance  of  alumni  is  desired  and 
urged,  and  the  day  doubtless  will 
have  many  of  the  aspects  of  a  home- 
coming occasion,  assurance  is  repeat- 
ed to  men  still  in  foreign  service  that 
the  all-out,  bang-up,  BIG  Homecom- 
ing which  has  been  the  subject  of  their 
dreams  for  months  and  even  years  will 
not  be  staged  until  after  their  return. 

The  date  for  a  memorial  service  to 
honor  all  of  the  university's  war  dead 
has  not  yet  been  set. 

For  lack  of  details  or  lack  of  space 
a  number  of  service  deaths  have  gone 
unreported  to  date.  Among  them  are 
the  following: 


While  serving  as  a  gunner  aboard 
the  U.  S.  S.  Denver  in  the  South  Pa- 
cific, Cpl.  Scott  Shuster,  '44x,  Frank- 
fort, of  the  Marine  Corps,  submitted 
to  abdominal  surgery.   Ultimately  he

was  returned  to  Camp  Le  Jeune,  N. 
C,  as  a  field  instructor.  On  July  22, 
1945,  after  a  severe  illness  of  two 
days,  he  was  found  unconscious  in  his 
quarters  and  died  a  few  minutes  la- 
ter. An  autopsy  showed  an  intestinal 
obstruction  with  gangrene. 

First  Lieut.  Homer  B.  Meyers,  '41x, 
Cleveland,   base  operations  officer  at 
the  Army  Air  Field,  Visalia,  Calif., 
met  death  when  the  bomber  which  he 
was  piloting  on  a  routine  train- 
ing flight  crashed  near  Hanford 
on  Sept.  6,  1944.  His  survivors 
include  a  wife  and  son,  Jeffrey, 
four  months  old  at  the  time  of 
his   father's  death.   The   widow 
resides  in  Cleveland. 

Cpl.  Robert  E.  Quaid,  Jr., 
'46x,  Mt.  Lebanon,  Pa.,  was 
killed  in  the  "Battle  of  the 
Bulge"  in  Germany,  Dec.  21, 
1944,  while  serving  with  the 
medical  detachment  of  an  in- 
fantry regiment. 

Staff  Sgt.  Gordon  H.  Thomas, 
"46x,  Hudson,  a  ball  turret  gun- 
ner in  the  crew  of  an   Eighth

Air  Force  B-24,  was  killed  on  a  non- 
operational  flight  when  his  plane 
crashed  into  a  bridge  over  the  Rhine 
River  near  Cologne.  Nineteen  per- 
sons met  death  in  the  accident. 

Lieut.  John  S.  Archer,  '43x,  Cleve- 
land Heights,  pilot  of  a  Liberator 
bomber,  was  killed  over  HullanJ.  Aug.

15,  1944,  on  his  .i4th  combat  mission. 
He  had  participated  in  the  Normandy 
invasion.  Lieut.  Archer  was  married. 

While  at  his  post  aboard  the  U.  S. 
S.  Spectacle,  Worley  E.  Huston,  "34x, 
Carpenter,  radioman  .Vc,  was  killed 
in  action  in  the  Pacific  on  May  I'l, 
1945.  Among  his  survivors  are  a  wife 
and  five  small  children,  the  eldest  ten 
years  of  age,  of  Lancaster. 

A  belated  report  brings  word  of 
the  death  of  Sgt.  Woodrow  Link, 
'36x,  Columbus,  who  was  killed  in  ac- 
tion in  Italy,  Mar.  2<S,  1944.  He  was 
a  member  of  an  air  ammunition  unit 
and  had  participated  in  some  of  the 
African  campaigns. 

Sgt.  Robert  Holdren,  "36x,  Athens, 
was  killed  in  Aachen,  Germany,  Sept. 
25,  1944.  He  was  a  glider  pilot  in  the 
British  Army  and  had  previously  been 
a  member  of  the  King's  Guard.  He 
married  an  English  girl,  Constance 
Peggy  Lewis,  just  a  year  before  his 
death. 

Cited  for  meritorious  service  in  con- 
nection with  military  operations 
against  Germany,  Technician  Fifth 
Grade  WilHam  S.  Povtak,  '40,  Cleve- 
land, IS  shown  (see  picture  on  page  3) 
receiving  the  Bronze  Star  Medal  from 
the  hands  of  Lieut.  Gen  .W.  H.  Hais- 
lip,  commander  of  the  Seventh  Army, 
at  Augsburg,  Germany. 


Major  Gene  A.  Jones,  '39  (see  pic- 
ture on  page  3),  Spencer,  W.  Va., 
formerly  Amesville,  Ohio,  is  alive  and 
well  contrary  to  an  early  summer  re- 
port of  his  death  in  service  sent  in  by 
misadvised  friends.  Major  Jones,  with 
other  members  of  the  67th  Tactical 
Reconnaissance  Group,  received  a 
Presidential  Unit  Citation  for  "air- 
spionage"  in  the  European  theater. 
This  group  was  the  first  to  perform 
pre-invasion  reconnaissance  in  the 
ETO.  Their  pictures  and  other  infor- 
mation were  vital  to  the  execution  of 
the  D-Day  landings. 

Capt.  Keith  Lindley,  '38x  (see  pic- 
ture on  page  3),  Newark,  is  now  op- 
erations officer  for  the  312th  Fighter 
Wing  in  China  after  spending  several 
months  in  India  as  commander  of  a 
squadron  of  B-29  bombers.  Mrs.  Lin- 
dley, the  former  Lillian  Ryan  of  Syra- 
cuse, ,N.  Y.,  and  their  daughter,  Nan- 
cy Louise,  two  years  of  age,  are  at 
the  former's  home  in  the  eastern 
state.  Capt.  Lindley  concludes  a  re- 
cent letter  with:  "It  would  sure  be  a 
treat  to  get  a  hamburger  at  the  "Spot', 
or  walk  into  Beckley's  or  Logan's  and 
then  across  the  campus  to  see  all  the 
familiar  buildings." 

At  last  report,  Lieut,  (j.g.)  Lois 
Jane  Hainley,  '43  (see  picture), 
Cleveland,  of  the  Navy's  WAVEs, 
was  attached  to  an  aviation  training 
squadron  at  the  Naval  Air  Station, 
Jacksonville,  Fla.  She  had  previously 
been  on  duty  at  the  NAS  in  Hutch- 
inson, Kan.

planes  which  pounded  central  Europe, 
Major  James  F.  Haehnlen,  '38  (see 
picture) ,  Zanesville,  is  now  executive 
officer  of  the  492  nd  Air  Service 
Group,  located  near  Hitler's  famed 
residence  at  Berchtesgaden,  Germany. 
At  present  the  altogether  delightful 
task  of  the  group  is  to  reduce  to  scrap

what  is  left  of  the  once  powerful  Luft- 
waffe. Major  Haehnlen's  wife  and 
daughter,  Diane  Lee,  are  living  in 
Zanesville. 

The  daring  rescue  of  Lieut.  Com. 
Anton  J.  Sintic,  Jr.,  "36,  Cleveland, 
after  he  had  been  forced  to  land  his 
crippled  patrol  bomber  less  than  10 
miles  off  the  coast  of  Japanese-occu- 
pied Korea,  was  revealed  in  a  Navy 
Department  press  release  under  date 
of  June  9.  Commander  Sintic,  pilot  of 
the  plane,  brought  his  ship  down  on 
mountainous  seas.  He  and  his  crew- 
men were  rescued  by  another  patrol 
bomber,  he  stated,  "before  some  of 
us  even  got  our  feet  wet.  We  were 
all  back  to  base  in  time  for  supper." 
The  two  planes  were  on  a  search  mis- 
sion and  had  just  spotted  a  Japanese 
tanker  a  few  miles  south  of  Korea. 
Making  a  run  on  its  target  the  Sintic 
plane  caught  the  full  force  of  a  blast 
from  the  tanker's  anti-aircraft  guns 
and  was  immediately  forced  to  land, 
the  pilot  and  others  suffering  slight 
injuries.  Before  the  rescue  had  been 
accomplished  by  the  accompanying 
plane  the  Japanese  tanker  came  with- 
in range  again  and  gave  the  Ameri- 
cans some  uncomfortable  moments. 
Commander  Sintic  was  one  of  the

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THE  WAR  IS  over  and  prewar 
enrollment  reeords  may  soon  be 
supplanted  by  higher  figures.  Dr.  Ir- 
ma  E.  Voigt,  starting  her  thirty-third 
year  as  dean  of  women  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, is  predicting  an  enrollment  of 
some  1,600  co-eds,  come  September 
17,  which  would  well  surpass  the  pre- 
vious all-time  high  of  1, 457  women 
in  1940-41.  The  midsummer 
estimate  of  Acting  Dean  of  Men 
Philip  L.  Peterson  of  an  attend- 
ance this  fall  of  appro.ximately 
400  men  has  now  been  revised 
upward  to  between  600  and 
700.  The  previous  high  for  the 
male  contingent  is  2,044.  A 
year  ago  the  enrollment  of  men 
reached  a  low  of  2 1  .V 

To  meet  the  unprecedented 
demand  for  women's  quarters, 
the  Men's  Dormitory  on  Uni- 
versity Terrace  will  be  turned 
over,  temporarily,  to  the  wom- 
en. During  its  emergency  occu- 
pation by  the  gentler  sex  it  will 
be  known  as  Co-Ed  Hall.  The 
O'Blenness  home  on  East  Union 
Street  and  the  Worstell  home 
on  University  Terrace  have  been  ac- 
quired by  the  university  and  have 
been  redecorated  and  furnished  for 
the  use  of  girls.  The  Sloan  home  on 
South  Court  Street,  previously  occu- 
pied by  girls,  will  be  turned  over, 
temporarily,  to  men  students.  Reser- 
vations for  all  dormitory  rooms  for 
women  were  booked  this  year  at  the 
earliest  date  in  history. 

THE  ATHENS  Contact  Office  of 
the  Veteran's  Administration  op- 
ened on  August  20  in  quarters  pro- 
vided by  the  university  at  8  President 
Street.  While  the  services  of  the  of- 
fice will  he  available  to  all  veterans, 
one  of  the  main  functions  of  the  new 
Athens  office  will  be  the  aiding  of 
veterans  enrolled  at  Ohio  University 
under  Public  Laws  16  and  346.  The 
supervisor,  a  veteran  of  World  War 
II,  will  work  with  Dr.  Victor  White- 
house,  co-ordinator  of  veterans  affairs 
at  the  university,  in  assisting  veterans 
receiving  education  benefits.  An  Ath- 
ens physician  will  be  appointed  by  the 
Veteran's  Administration  to  take  care 
of  the  medical  needs  of  veteran  en- 
rollees  so  that  the  student-veteran  will 
not  lose  classroom  time. 


THREE  OF  THE  four  major  pro- 
ductions of  the  Ohio  University 
Theater  planned  for  the  coming  year 
arc  "Angel  Street,"  by  Patrick  Ham- 
ilton; "Blithe  Spirit,"  by  Noel  Cow- 
ard; and  "The  Corn  is  Green,"  by 
Emlyn  Williams.

in  which  all  short-term  and  non- 
degree  curricula  are  given,  is  offering 
this  fall  a  special  two-year  terminal 
curriculum  for  the  training  of  air  line 
hostesses.  This  curriculum  meets  the 
general  educational  requirements  es- 
tablished by  many  air  line  companies 
for  the  position  of  hostesses. 

DR.  EMMET  E.  SHIPMAN,  in- 
structor in  photography  and  di- 
rector of  Ohio  University's  new  pho- 
tography studio,  foresees  an  early 
availability  of  now  hard-to-get  sup- 
plies which  have  handicapped  him  se- 
riously during  the  past  year.  Film, 
chemicals,  and  printing  papers  have 
been  scarce.  New,  and  previously  un- 
obtainable, equipment  will  also  be  ad- 
ded shortly  to  make  the  local  labora- 
tory one  of  the  most  complete  to  be 
found  on  any  university  campus   in 


the  country,  and  make  possible  the  of- 
fering of  a  curriculum  in  pictorial 
journalism  that  will  include  all  phases 
of  news,  magazine,  and  advertising 
photography  as  well  as  complete  writ- 
ing and  layout  work.  Motion  picture 
work,  both  silent  and  sound,  will  be 
added  at  a  later  date.  Outside  the 
field  of  journalism,  portrait  and  scien- 
tific photography  will  receive 
ample  attention. 


THE  R.O.T.C.  unit  at  Ohio 
University  has  earned  an- 
other report  of  "excellent"  fol- 
lowing the  midsummer  exami- 
nation, thus  preserving  unbrok- 
en a  ten-year  record.  The  rating 
is  given  on  the  basis  of  the  re- 
port of  an  inspecting  officer 
who  visits  classes,  checking  on 
the  proficiency  of  students,  and 
inspecting  the  property  as  to  its 
condition  and  the  facilities  for 
safeguarding  it.  Major  Ray- 
mond A.  Lee  is  professor  of 
military  science  and  tactics  and 
R.O.T.C.  commandant. 


GEORGE  W.  CLARK,  assistant 
professor  of  civil  engineering,  has 
been  granted  a  leave  of  absence  from 
his  faculty  position  to  participate  in 
the  army  education  program  for 
troops  in  the  European  Theater  of 
Operations.  As  a  civilian  educational 
specialist  he  is  teaching  in  the  "G.  I. 
University"  at  Shrivenham,  England, 
not  far  from  Oxford.  The  university 
has  been  set  up  in  the  picturesque  lit- 
tle Wiltshire  village  of  700  popula- 
tion to  help  prepare  service  men  and 
women  for  postwar  professions  and 
for  work  in  industries.  As  many  as 
4,000  soldiers  at  a  time  can  go  to  col- 
lege while  awaiting  shipment  home.
